Silence fell once more as Mooney, frail 
and bent and white-haired after his 
years of captivity, mounted the speaker's 
rostrum of the Chamber to reply. 

At first he could hardly speak for 
emotion. Twice he broke down. But in 
the end he*egained control and spoke in 
a deep, calm voice. 

And the man to whom half America 
was listening over the radio had hardly 
a word to say about himself. 


MOTHER'S ORDEAL 


He told how the jury filed in at his 
trial; how even before they took their 
seats the foreman motioned to the dis- 
trict attorney and drew a finger across 
his throat.

These men usually wore evening dress 
and tall hats. They were “men about 
town," gay sparks who, when thrown out 
for noisiness, would pay to go in again, 
and boast, indeed, of how many times 
they had been ejected. It was a world 
you would not to-day believe could ever 
have existed. 

The Empire show consisted of 
ballets of a type we would consider 
primitive now, although Genée was 
the idolised star, and Kyasht after 
her. 

The rest of the programme con- 
sisted chiefly of acrobats and trapeze 
artists from the Continent. ‘This, too, 
was true of.the Alhambra. 

There would be two audiences—the 
one of ordinary playgoers, who would 
go straight to their seats and watch the 
show, and the men who flocked to the 
promenades from all parts of the globe. 

Their first night in London, after 
years of exile, was a night at the 
Empire, where they would meet old 
friends and make new ones. 

They scarcely looked at the stage. 
They fraternised with the women and, 
in some cases, even married them in 
the end! 

A very successful marriage, strange 
as it may seem, sometimes resulted 
from a chance meeting in the Empire 
or the Alhambra. 


WOMEN WHO 


UNDERSTOOD 


OU may think this impossible. The 

4 truth is that, anyway, these women 
understood men. Marriage they re- 
garded as the sought-for end of a 
hazardous life. 

Now, you may think it incredible that 


this sort of thing could happen in tre * 


very centre of the world. But it had 
grown up out of the all-night supper 
trade at Evans' Coffee Rooms and 
resorts of that type. 

Street women of a superior type also 
paraded themselves in the Hotel Chat- 
ham, now gone, in the Leicester Lounge, 
now a draper's shop, and in the Café 
de l'Europe, now a most respectable 
restaurant. 

No one would have deliberately 
started this sort of thing. It was a 
hangover of an even less respectable 
age. 

Admission to the promenades at the 
London Pavilion and the Oxford was, 
if I remember, 2s. 6d. There, they had 
regular music-hall bills with all the 
stars—a score of them, at one time, on 
the same programme! 

But the bar takings were apparently 
so essential to their existence that, 
when the promenades went—this meant 
that street women were barred admis- 
sion—they all soon changed their 
character. 

The London Pavilion is now a Kinema. 
So is the Alhambra. The Oxford is a 
Lyons’ Corner House. 

Soon after my campaign started, I 
went to a matinée at the Empire or- 
ganised for the Russian Red.-Cross by 
Sir Walter Gibbons, who had, througn 
me, got Winston Churchill to speak.

ALFRED BUTT, who then controlled 

the theatre, met me by chance, 
and diseussed the promenades, sitting 
on the stairs, Violet Loraine being the 
third member of the party. 

"If the promenade is closed, that is 
the end of the Empire," Butt said, point- 
ing out that, if the promenade went, 
the bar receipts would probably fall 60 
or 70 per cent. 

“There goes the end of another Em- 
pire," I replied, for at that moment the 
Grand Duke Michael, the Tsar’s uncle, 
walked by in general's uniform. 

Little did I dream shat in a few 
months Tsardom would topple and fall. 

“Tf I close the Empire promenade 
next Saturday night," went on Alfred 
Butt, "you wil promise not to crox 
about your victory? " 

“Yes,” I said. “I will merely record 
the closing soberly and without a boast.’

There were 2,300 people in the house.

Adeline Genée, for years the 
idol of the town when prima ballerina 
at the Empire, sat in a box with her 
husband, Mr. F. N. Isitt, and the Duke 
of Newcastle. Sir Alfred and Lady Butt 
were in another box, and J. B. Joel in 
a third. 

James Buncle, famous all over the 
older world as a “ chucker-out,” but then 
a racecourse attendant, returned for the 
night. He was recognised by many 
whom he had ejected, yes, and cheered!

LL his lifetime Percy Glading 
had been a red-hot agitator for 
redressing the wrongs of his 
fellow -beings. Voluble to a 
degree, he might have gone on 

his way, harmless enough, but for the 
outbreak of the Russian Revolution in 
1917. 

Glading at that time was employed 
at -Woolwich Arsenal, where he re- 
mained until the Armistice. 

Then, in common with hundreds of 
thousands of other munition makers, 
he was compelled to find other work. 
Harland and Wolff, the Belfast ship- 
builders, engaged him for a time, and 
then, when the great slump came in 
1922, reluctantly discharged him. 

He was admittedly a first-class man 
at his trade, but dangerously violent in 
his talk. A 

Putting it bluntly, he was involved 
in much of the Communist agitation in 
Britain that was being financed from 
Moscow. 

True, he could not be accounted one 
of the leading lights; he was nothing 
more than an eager learner at the feet 
of the fortunate ones who were invited 
to Moscow to see how Russia was faring 
under the Soviets, 

Time went on and the Bolshevist 
scare died down, 


Glading was in touch with a good 
many Indian agitators who came 
to England, and in 1925 he went 
out to their country, ostensibly 
as a union delegate, in reality 
as the representative of the 
Communist International. 

By that time he was a 
marked. man; a close 
watch was kept on him in 
his journeyings through 
India, and it was found, 
among many other 
things, that he was 
using false names, asso- 
ciating with dangerous 
reactionaries— 
stirring up strife generally. 

A. subsequent prosecution 
which the Indian Govern- 
ment brought against the 
leaders passed over his head; 
he was back in England, and 
there was no definite evidence 
on which he could be charged. 


However, to show that Britain bore 
him no ill-will, he was re-employed at 
the Arsenal in 1928—until his political 
activities once more brought him into 
conflict with the authorities and he was 
finally dismissed. 

The incident might be said to mark 
complete severance with loyalty to the 
land of his birth. He now resolved to 
become an out-and-out propagandist of 
Red Revolution in Britain. 


Invited to Russia 


In 1929 he received an invitation to 
Moscow, where he went, to be instructed 
in the complicated methods whereby 
the working classes in England could 
be made to become “ class-conscious ” 
and work for the establishment of the 
republic which would end all their 
woes! 

Six years passed by without any 
tangible results, But frequently 
Moscow called upon him to undertake 
work of a political nature; and little 
by little he became nothing more than 
& Spy, suborning men to betray secrets 
which he communicated to his pay- 
masters in Moscow. 

Although he was well aware that 
Scotland Yard's Special Branch re- 
garded him as the complete renegade. 
he laughed at the idea of being brought 
to book. 

se X E 

From time to time, various Moscow 
agents visited him in London, among 
them being a man he knew as George 
Brandes. 

In the autumn of 1936 Brandes 
turned up with his wife and had long 
and confidential conversations with 
Glading. í 

The gist of it was that the people in 
Moscow had heard of vast experiments 
in war weapons going on at Woolwich 
Arsenal, 

Handsome remuneration awaited the 
daring man who could obtain posses- 
sion of those secrets—many thousands 
of pounds. 

The complete drawing of a new anti- 
aircraft gun, for instance, such as they 
had heard of in Moscow, would be 
worth at least £500, 

Again, there had been rumours of a 
wonderful anti-tank weapon—a pistol 
which exploded a bomb concealed in 
the ground over which a tank would 
pass. 

“Also, Comrade Glading," Brandes 
said, “we hear of something that will 
effectually kill the submarine, a time 
fuse that can be regulated to any depth. 
It can explode a bomb even against a 
submarine lying on the bottom of the 
ocean.” 


Plans and Drawings 


“How do you propose to finance this 
interesting little proposition?” asked 
Glading. “If I am to approach any- 
one in the Arsenal, I must have money. 
And furthermore, if any of the plans 
and drawings you want can be smuggled 
out, how are we to get them photo- 
graphed or copied?” 

On that point Brandes was con- 
fidence itself 

“I shall provide a powerful camera 
for the purpose,” he said. “I can re- 
main in London to see how things 
progress, and you need do nothing that 
will involve you in the slightest risk, 

“You can have £250 for preliminary 
expenses and cash on the spot as each 
job is completed.” 

There were other meetings between 
the pair; Glading made the acquain- 
tance of a woman who was introduced 
to him as Mme. Brandes. “ My wife is 


an expert photographer,” exclaimed 
the husband. “She has frequently 
worked with me and knows exactly 
what to do.”

Branch men were always on his heels 
wherever he went. So he kept no com- 
promising documents in his house, 
never knowing when it would be raided.

The ponies 
seldom trot, but amble along at a pace 
little faster than a walk. 

In Lapland, reindeers carry the letters, 
and—just think!—in Canada, aeroplanes 
fitted with skis take the mails to some 
centres, and from these they are carried 
in sledges drawn by dogs. Up in the far, 
far North, which is almost uninhabited, 
the mail is generally delivered only once 
in six months.

Then you have to be able to drive 
reasonably well, observing all the rules; 
be able to stop and restart on a fairly 
steep hill reverse the car in à narrow 
road (this manoeuvre, for some reason 
or other, is the most difficult to learn), 
and react to emergency (the driving 
tester usually shouts "stop" at the 
moment you are least expecting it). 
Take the matter seriously; ignore 

* cut-price ” driving tuition, or the offer 
of a friend or relation to give the in- 
struction (this rarely works), and go to 
one of the established schools with a 
reputation, : . 

The tutors know how to teach driving; 
the vehicles are in proper condition, and 
the schools usually know the personal 
prejudices of the local driving testers, 
and. often enough, the route over which 
vou will be tested. 

One last word to the new motorist, he 
who has passed out:—Don't, because you 
have a full licence, imagine you're a 
fully-qualified and experienced driver. 
The second year on the road, to my 
mind, is the most dangerous—you think 
you know everything and start to take 
chances.

ERE is the way to work our points 

table: To each of the most difficult 
matches we have allocated 10 points. 
These points are divided into what 
proportion we think are the chances 
of a home win, an away win, or a draw. 
As an example, let us take Manchester 
United v. Grimsby. In this game we 
think Manchester United will win, so 
we have apportioned five points for a 
home win, four for a draw, and one for 
a possible away win.
